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FEUD WITH MCCARTHY: EISENHOWER 
Stratton Calls for $123,600,000 Road Program 


Outlines Plan 
In Address 
To Contractors 


Complete Detoils 
To Be Announced in 
Week or IO Days 


SPRINGFIELD (U.P) — Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton called for spend­ 
ing a record $123,600,000 on the 
Illinois primary highway system in 
1955. 
Stratton outlined the roadbuild- 
ing program Tuesday in a talk at 
the annual convention of the As­ 
sociated General Contractors of Illi­ 
nois. 
The governor said complete de­ 
tails on the 1955 construction pro­ 
gram will be announced in a week 
o r IO days. 
Stratton said work 
completed 
during 1954 will total $88,500,000, 
including $20,500,000 in projects 
carried over from 1953. 
Providing that the right of way 
can be rapidly obtained and with 
good weather, the state plans 436 
miles of construction in 1955. This 
includes 215 miles of new pave­ 
ment and 194 miles of resurfacing. 
Stratton said another 83 miles of 
U. S. 66 will be converted to four 
lanes next year. 
This takes in 
stretches from Chenoa to Joliet, 
and from Mount Olive to Collins­ 
ville. 
U. S. 66 to Four Lanes 
The plan would make U. S. 66 
four lanes from near Joliet to Col­ 
linsville — 229 miles — except for 
eight miles of three-lane pavement 
on the congested Springfield by­ 
pass. 
Stratton said 89 miles of new 
four-lane pavement on U. S. 66, 
costing $12,300,000, were opened to 
traffic this year. 
The $123,600,000 spending pro­ 
gram on the Illinois primary high­ 
way system will include $32,400,000 
in federal aid. 
The state will dis­ 
tribute another $74,000,000 to coun­ 
ties, cities and townships from gas 
tax collections. 
The governor said $26,745,000 
will be spent on Cook County proj­ 
ects. 
He said $20,135,000 will be 
for the metropolitan expressway 
system. 
Cook County’s total allot­ 
ment in the 1954 program was 
$17,370,000. 
Shortly before the 
governor’s 
speech the Illinois Toll Highway 
Commission had given final approv­ 
al to a $390,000,000 turnpike build­ 
ing program. 
The commission stuck 
to 
its 
planned route for the Tri - State 
Toll Road around Chicago in west­ 
ern Cook County. 
It turned down 
a proposed routing along River 
Road west of Chicago. 
Deny Reports Suppressed 
Newsmen were told that feasibil­ 
ity reports on the proposed turn­ 
pikes are not ready to be made 
public, although the commission re­ 
ceived the reports two weeks ago. 
“There has been no effort to 
suppress these reports,” Chairman 
Evan Howell said. “They’ve never 
been in final form.” 
Rep. J. Harry McGregor also 
spoke before the contractors. 
McGregor, chairman of the House 
subcommittee on roads, said the 
$4th Congress will take “prompt 
and constructive action” on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's IO year road 
plan. 
McGregor said the President has 
spoken of spending 26 billion dol­ 
lars over a IO year period. A com­ 
mission is working on details of 
the plan. 
But McGregor did not specify 
any source of government income 
that could be used for the construc­ 
tion. 


Hunsinger said that since a new 
hospital, St. Justin's, was tieing 
constructed out from Montreal and 
that funds were needed fur it com 
pletion, his desire was that the 
money be put into its building fund. 
Hunsinger, who jeceived the 21,- 
948-name wire yesterday, a number 
of other telegrams and more than 
1,000 pieces of mail in four da>s, 
received 200 more letters yester­ 
day. And a phone call from a ra 
dio station at Montreal said that 
enough letters had been sent to 
him in care of the station “to fill 
a box car.”

Demo Chairman 
Butler Confers 
With Truman 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Opt- Paul 
Butler, the new Democratic nation­ 
al chairman, huddled with former 
President Truman today over party 
strategy for the 1956 campaign. 
Butler, who succeeded Stephen 
S. Mitchell as Democratic chair­ 
man last Saturday, conferred with 
Mr. Truman at a private luncheon. 
They were 
both scheduled to 
speak 
tonight 
at a Democratic 
county victory dinner. Averell Har­ 
riman, Democratic governor-elect 
of New York, w as also on the pro­ 
gram. 
Butler’s only advance comment 
on the meeting was ‘‘I’m sure I 
can learn numerous things regard­ 
ing the conduct of my job by talk­ 
ing with Truman.” 
May Talk of Rift 
The South Bend, Ind., attorney 
may also attempt to settle any 
differences that might exist be­ 
tween him and Mr. Truman. Butler 
had the backing of Mitchell and 
Adlai E. Stevenson for the party 
chairmanship, but Mr. Truman was 
reported to have wanted another 
man. 
Mr Truman’s opposition to But­ 
ler was said to stem from Butler’s 
battles with Frank McKinney for 
control of the Indiana Democratic 
party. McKinney, a former nation­ 
al chairman and a close personal 
friend of Mr. Truman’s, was allied 
with Frank McHale, Butler’s pred­ 
ecessor as national committeeman 
from the Hoosier state. 
Although Butler was regarded as 
a “Stevenson man” at the Demo­ 
crats’ weekend meeting in New 
Orleans, La., he made it clear 
Tuesday night that he does not 
regard Stevenson as a shoo-in for 
the party’s 1956 presidential nom­ 
ination. 
Must Seek Nomination 
Butler said in a South Bend tele­ 
vision interview that Stevenson will 
have to let the American people 
and the party know well in advance 
whether he wants the nomination 
and campaign “ vigorously” for it. 
“ He will not be drafted and 
if he intends to become a candi­ 
date he must vigorously seek the 
nomination and must let the Amer­ 
ican people and the Democratic 
party know it by the latter part 
of 1955.” 
Butler said that from “ what I 
read” Stevenson is the party’s most 
likely candidate in 1956, providing 
he wants the nomination. 
But he emphasized 
that “ the 
woods are full’’ of Democrats who 
would make good presidents. 
He 
mentioned Sens. Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee and Richard Russell of 
Georgia, Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
of Michigan and Harriman. 
Butler also repeated his charges 
that President Eisenhower “ is not 
equipped for the Presidency.''

WASHINGTON O T R ) — President 
Eisenhower said today that if Sen. 
Joseph It McCarthy and his follow­ 
ers want to form a new third party, 
it is their own business. 
Formation of a third party, he 
said, would be very difficult. 
As for McCarthy’s attack on him 
Tuesday. Mr. Eisenhower said he 
has no intention himself of indulg­ 
ing in personal vituperation or 
quarrels of any kind with anyone. 
McCarthy broke completely with 
the President Tuesday in a slash­ 
ing statement repudiating his 1952 
support of Mr Eisenhower and ac­ 
cusing the President of a "shrink­ 
ing show of weakness” on the Com­ 
munist issue. 
McCarthy said later he had no 
intention 
"at the present time”— 
of bolting the GDP and forming a 
Hind party. 
Discuss Third Party 
The President’s weekly meeting 
with 
reporters 
today 
developed 
largely into a discussion of the 
third party prospects and the pos­ 
sible damage to the GGP caused 
by th<* dispute over the Senate's 
“condemnation” of McCarthy last 
week. 
Mr 
Eisenhower said he envis­ 
aged a successful Republican Party 
founded on a basis of progressive 
moderation 
and 
positive 
action 
t ai ber than destructive criticism. 
Ile was asked to evaluate the 
danger to the GGP caused by what 
appeared to be a “declaration of 
war by McCarthy. 
Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er said first that he would not get 
into Hie field of personal vitupera­ 
tion. 
Tile President upheld the right 
of Congress to inquire into the 
legitimate affairs of the executive 
branch. 
But he also championed 
the civil rights of individuals. 
He 
said he had come to the defense 
of individuals whose public service 
had been unjustly deprecaled. 
Referred to /wicker 
Later in his news conference, he 
confirmed that this reference was 
to Brig Gen 
Ralph VV /.wicker, 
one of McCarthy’s targets.

Eisenhower said again that /wick­ 
er was a fine patriot with a good 
record. 
McCarthy had denounced /wick­ 
er at a closed one man session of
